A new religious Sed? in the Weft of Scotland, the authenticity 
of which may be depended on. 

4 LSPETH SIMPSON (alias Mrs Buchan) is a daugh- 

ter of John Simpfoa, innkeeper at Fitmy-Can, ' which is 

the half-way boufe between Banff and Portfoy, in the north of 

Scotland, prefently living there, an°old‘man of go years of 
age, and has now his fourth wife. ; 

Mrs Buchan is now about 46 years of age, and was marri- 
_ed, about 24 years ago, to Robert Buchan, delf-workman at 
Glafgow. vie 

She came to Glafgow when fhe wag about 22 years of age, 
and took fervice with Mr Martin, one of the principal proprie- 
tors of the delf-work there, and foon after married the above- 
mentioned Robert Buchan, one’ of the workmen, and fervant 
to the fame Mr Martin. 

Robert Buchan and Elfpeth Simpfon have had many chil- 
dren, only three of whom aré now alive; one a boy about 14 
ycars of age, now in Glafgow, the other two.daughters, about 
19 and 21 years of age, now along with their mother, and 
profefing the fame principles.

Sxercu of the Lire and Warrines of Dr JOHNSON. 
Dr Samvuet Jounson, lately the firft name in the literary 
world, was born at Litchfield, in Staffordthire, in the year 
1709. His father was a bookfeller, of whom all we can learn 
is from his fon, who informs us, that “he is an old man, who 
had been no carelefs obferver of the paflages of the times in 
which he lived +.” Of his youth, before he was fent to she 
Univerfity, of indications of dulnefs, or prognoftics of future 
fame, or propenfitics to pleafure, or examples of difcretion, we 
have no anecdotes on record. . But a mind endued with pro- 
digious powers, cultivated with laborious affiduity, and enrich- 
ed with the ftores of ancient and modern learning, with a life 
ever diftinguithed by a‘zealous attachment to the interefts of 
picty and virtue, is the beft demonilration, that his early years 

were unfullied by any fallies of folly, or habits of diflipation. 
He was entered of Pembroke College, in Oxford, on the 
gift of October 1728.5 but left the Univerfity without taking 
any degree. On his return to his native country, he appears 
to Have devoted his attention to the education of youth. For an 
account of his firft undertaking we are indebted to Mr Davies, 
who, in his ** Memoirs of the Life of Garrick,” fats, about 
the beginning of the year 1735, Mr Johnfon undertook the in- 
ftruétion of fine young gentlemen of Litchficld in the Belles 
Lettres ; and that David Garrick, then turned of eighteen, 
became one of his fcholars, or, to fpeak more’ properly, his 
friend and companion.—As this is an interefting incident in 
the lives of two celebrated men, it may be deemed no unplea- 
fing digreffion to obferve, that notwith{tanding the brilliancy of 
his ‘parts, the claflic author appeared to have no charms for Mr 
Garrick. His thoughts were inceflantly upon the ftage.— 
When his mafter, Mr Johnfon, expected from him fome exer- 
cife or compofition upon a theme, he fhewed him feveral fcenes 
of anew comedy which had engroffed his time ; and thefe, he 
told him, were the produce of his third attempt in dramatic 
ry.’ To Mr Davies’ account we may add, that une of Mr 
Fohnfon’s pupils was: the Author of “ The Adventurer.” — 
Few men, perhaps, who have been fingly engaged in the ho- 
noutablé employment of cultivating the human mind, can boaft 
the felicity of having contributed to form two fuch diftinguith- 

ed charatters as a Hawkefworth and a Garrick.

This 
fingalar circumftance is authenticated by two letters from Mr 
Gilbert Walmfley, then Regilter of the Ecclefiaftical Court at 
J.itchfield, to the Rev. Mr Colfon, a celebrated: mathema--

date, we give the following extra&, which more immediately 
relates to Mr Johnfon : “ 

“ He (Garrick). and another neighbour of mine, one 
Mr S. Johnfon, fet out this morning for London together.— 
Davy Garrick is to be with you early in the next week, and 
Mr fohnfon, to try his fate with a tragedy, and to fee to get 
himfelf employed in fome tranflation, either from the Latin or 
French. Johnfon is a very good fcholar and poet, and I have 
gréat hopes will turn out a fine tragedy writer. If it fhould 
any ways lay in your way, I doubt not but you will be ready

Dy thee eters, that Mr~ Waimuey had a very 

particular regard for Mr Johnfon and Mr Garrick. The for- 
mer, in his Life of Edmund Smith, has embraced the ‘6p- 
portunity to fhew his gratitude to the memory of his earlie(t 
tron. ‘ 
London, however, did not fcem, at firfl, to encourage any 
fanguine expeftations. Some months afterwards, he appeared 
defirous of returning to his native country. His ambition was 
even confined to the defire of obtaining the office of mafter of 
a charity fchool, rhen vacant, in the vicinity of Litchfield, the 
falary of which was 601. a year.

His high defcent, 
his kindred to the Mufes, could not have been concealed; and 
if he had not been deftined to figure as the great Diétator in 
the Republic of Letters, he muit yet have been the gentle A- 
pollo in exile, who fung the felicity of rural life, and taught 
the fhepherds the Jove of knowledge and virtue, of induftry, 
and good order. , 
In London, however, he remained, and was engaged, by 
Mr Edward Cave, as an afliftant in the compi ation of the 
Gentleman’s Magazine. :

The fame year he publifhed ‘* London, a poem, in imitation 
of the third Satire of Juvenal ;” which, it will be eafily imagi- 
ned, was directed againft the vices and follies of the capital. 
Our limits will not allow us to eater-into a minute examination 
of any of his works. But the merit ‘of this poem will appear 
as confpicuous in the followiag charming lines, as in the moft 
copious extracts > : Aras 
But thou, thould tempting villany pfcfent 
All Marl’brough hoarded, and aft Villiers {pent, 
“Turn from the glitt’ring bribe thy fcornful eye, 
Nor fell for gold what gold can never buy ; 


The peacefu' lumber, fclf-approving day, 
Unfullied fame, and confciente ever gay. 


Of the publication of this poem # remarkable circumftance 

is related. The copy was offered to Cave, who did not chufe 

to purchafe it, but propofed to print it on the author’s account. 

The latter accepted the propofal, and was entitled, in courfe, 

to whatever profits might accrue. The poem had a rapid fale. 

A firft edition was bought up ;'a‘fecond was printed and fold ; 
and a third was preparing. Inthe mean time, the author was 
entirely ignorant of a: fuccefs‘ whieh Cave: bad not only -been 
careful to conceal himfelf, bot had given directions to his fer- 
vants not to mention, By fonieinadvertency, however, a dif- 
covery enfued; and the- author foon found an opportunity to 
call his publither to account, without betraying the perfon 
from whom he had received. his information, ‘The profits of 
this poem were not more acceptable than unexpected ; and, in 
the fequel, its merit introduced him to the acquaintance of the 
late ingenious Mr Robert Dodfley, in whom he found a man 
of honour and generofity. 

There are degrees of moral obliquity which a good mind 
will be unwilling to conftrue into abfolute turpitude. ‘This in- 
cident might have created fome momentary difguft ; but the 
connection was not ‘diflolved, nor did the fubfequent conduct 
of the author befpeak any permanent refentment. In the 
Rambler we even find quotations from the poetry of Edward 
Cave ; who, when he could be no longer fenfible of the honour, 
received, moreover, a tribute of regard, which would have dig- 
nified the ‘greateft’ names... Mr Jobnfon wrote his life, from 
which; if mach amufemept cannot be expected, fome inftruction 
may be gathered. While it inculcates in the afpiring mind 
the happy effects of ‘patient and perfevering induftry, it exhibits 
a falutary warniag in'the reftlefsnefs of defultory contrivance 
and inceffant enterprife. Cave, when he employed his literary 
dependent in invefting our parliamentary orators with Roman 
names, could not be fuppofed to divine, that he himfclf was 
one day to be enrolled by himi‘among the greateft and molt ve- 
nerable charactets of the Britifh nation *.
